Of the latter, 2339 were four-en- 
gined bombers and 1086 were 
fighters. 

Since January, the United States 
Strategic Air Forces alone have 
dropped 266,277 tons of bombs on 
the Germans in 242,849 sorties— 
38,887 flights by bombers and 
103,952 by fighters. This does not 
include the weight loosed by the 
Fioyal Air Force or by the tactical 
air forces, such as the United 
States Ninth Air Force.

Stalin ordered 20 salvos from 
224 guns to salute the new offen- 
sive, which is almost directly east 
of Latvia and north of the First 
Baltic Army’s drive toward Daug- 
avpils (Dvinsk).

MOSCOW, July 12 (AP).—The 
Russians, punching large new

Germans Admit Retreat, 

(The German communique 
placed “the advancing Soviets” 
west of Alytus in Lithuania, 51 
miles from East Prussia, 33 miles 
south of Kaunas and within 27 
miles of the East Prussia-Riga 
Railway over which two Nazi 
armies in the Baltic republics 
must be supplied in part, Retreats 
along much of the centraP front 
were acknowledged by the Ger- 
man high command. The sur- 
rounded Wilno garrison was being 
supplied by air. 

(The Berlin radio announced 
that German troops had gone into 
action above Russian-held Viipuri, 
in the south of Finland. Seven 
German divisions have been in 
Northern Finland, but this was the 
first reported action by Nazis in 
the south since a “complete under- 
standing” was reached between 
Finland and Germany, leading to 
virtual Nazi occupation of the 
country and severance of United 
States-Finnish relations.) 

General Soviet advances along 
the 400-mile front between Latvia 
and the Pripyat marshes swept 
through more than 400 places 
yesterday, The Russians reported 
killing at least 4000 Germans and 
capturing hundreds more. 

The new forward sweeps placed

Reich Raided by 2000 
Planes From Britain 
While Other Craft 
Strike From Italy — 5 
Air Blows Aid Troops. 


LONDON, July 12 (AP) .—Near- 
ly 2000 American planes battered 
the Munich area of Southern Ger- 


many again today while another 
force from Italy struck once more 
into the south~ of France, bomb- 
ing four rai] targets. 

More than 1200 of the planes in 
the second successive raid on the 
Munich area were heavy bombers. 
The Swiss said three planes landed 
on their territory. 

Targets of the heavy bombers 
from Italy were the Nimes and 
Miramas rail yards, the Var River 
rail bridge and the Theole sur 
Mer bridge. Nimes’ and Miramas 
are northwest of Marseille and the 
Var River is just west of Nice. 

Up to 750 fighters convoyed the 
Fortresses and Liberators to Mu- 
nich, a railway bottleneck for 
traffic into Italy and France and 
the site of numerous German war 
industries. 

26 Bombers Lost. 


The bombers met no German iIn- 
terceptors at Munich, but antiair- 
craft fire was intense and 26 
big bombers are missing, a com- 
munique said. None of the escort- 
ing fighters was lost. 

American planes carried out 
five attacks in Normandy in sup- 
port of troops this morning. 

A quarter hour apart, two 
forces of Marauder medium bomb- 
ers hit a fuel dump and troop 
concentrations ten miles south of 
Caen. Two other Marauder groups 
followed with a 45-minute assault 
on a dump 35 miles south of 
Caen. Havoc light bombers went 
after a fuel cache eight miles east 
of the front. All the forest-hidden 
dumps contained fuel of Marshal 
Erwin Rommel’s seven tank di- 
visions massed against the British 
and Canadians, 


Heavy Blow at Panzers. 


Supreme Allied MWHeadquarters 
disclosed that Allied aircraft sup- 
porting troops on the front had 
executed one of the most inten- 
sive attacks of the war on enemy 
armor. In Eastern and Western 
Normandy yesterday fighter-bomb- 
ers and rocket planes destroyed 
28 German tanks and damaged 16 
more. This is equal to about one- 
fifth of the tank strength of a 
German armored division. 

Bad weather kept support sor- 
ties down to a low total of 1700. 
The weather continued bad last 
night and operations for the third 
straight night were confined to 
attacks by Royal Air Force Mos- 
quito bombers behind the German 
battlelines and in the Reich it- 
self. The Mosquitoes attacked in- 
dustrial targets in the Ruhr val- 
ley without loss, 


Three Key Targets Raided. 

Sky forces totaling some 4000 
planes, including heavy bombers 
from both Britain and Italy, 
pounded three vital German tar- 
gets yesterday—the Munich area; 
Toulon, on the Mediterranean, and 
flying bomb sites in Northern 
France. 

Nazi transport and supply 
dumps in the Chalons-Vitry area, 
90 miles east of Paris, were at- 
tacked last night. 

German air operations were so 
restricted over the Normandy bat- 
tlefields yesterday that only three 
Nazi craft were destroyed.

billion dollar currency stabiliza- 
tion fund. 

This was learned today from an 
‘unimpeachable conference source 
who added that the Russian group 
indicated a reply;from Moscow 
might be expected by nightfall. 
He said he was “quite hopeful” the 
answer would be favorable. 

Russia is known to be seeking a 
quota larger than the billion dol- 
lars originally assigned to it in a 
tentative draft of the stabilization 
fund proposal and at the same 
time to be demanding credit for 
its war-devastated areas, The 
credit would be in the form of a 
gold contribution smaller than 
that required of other nations. 

The United States delegation re- 
portedly agreed to increase the 
Russian quota figure to $1,200,000,-

its gold holdings, whichever was 
'the smaller, or it could accept the 
smaller quota and thereby reduce 
ite gold contribution proportion- 
ately under the formula that 
would apply to all participants.

Chester Lake, who is rounding 
out the second week of his hunger 
strike, today termed fasting “a 
wonderful thing” and recommend- 
‘ed that others try it. 

“People think far too much of 
food,” he declared. “I have found 
fasting to be a means of physical, 
‘moral and spiritual strengthening, 
and heartily recommend it _ to 
others.” 
| The former official of the Ru- 
ral Electrification Administration, 
who has announced his determina- 
‘tion to eat no solid food until 
“political domination” of the REA 
‘is ended, has lost 18 of his 200 
pounds since he started his hunger 
strike, but insists that he never 
felt better. 

He drinks a glass of water every 
hour, and takes three glasses of 
fruit juices a day, alternating be- 
tween orange, grapefruit and to- 
mato juice, He said he has had 
no desire for food after the first 


two days of his fast.

6000 ‘AIRPARKS’ 


Plan Held Practical by 
Jesse Jones, CAA, Air 
College Head Says at 
Chicago. 


CHICAGO, July 12 (AP).—Oliver 
L. Parks of, East St. Louis, presi- | 
dent of Pafks Air College, yester- | 
day urged a postwar Federal] aid 
program to construct 6000 “air- 
parks” in downtown and residen- 
tial districts throughout America. 

Parks, speaking at the forum of 
the American Association of Air- 
port Executives, predicted such a 
program would result in there be- 
ing at least five million personal 
airplanes in: the United States 
within 15 years. 

He further predicted that within | 
three years after the war, the | 
number of persons employed in | 
aviation could be as large as the 
number in the automobile indus- 
try. 

By having such a program ready 
and approved by Congress as soon 
as hostilities ceased, he asserted, 
employment could be provided ¢or 
more than a million men. The 
program would cost the govern- 
ment approximately $1,500,000,000. 

The approximately 3000 major 
airports of America, he said, “are 
not large enough to accommodate 
the anticipated private airplane 
business, nor even to take care of 
the increase in air transport.” 

With the establishment of these 
“airparks,” which would be as. 
beautiful as any city parks, peo- 
ple could fly from their residential | 
airparks to downtewn airparks to | 
work or to shop, he stated. 

He said if these “airparks” were 
not established, private* airplanes 
“will become similar to motor- 
boats. That is, they would be. 
purely for pleasure and have no, 
utility value.” 

The downtown parks would aver- | 
age five blocks in length by a 
block wide with underground han- 
gars. The residential airparks 
would be from 80 to 100 acres in 
area. He said that with these air- 
parks the flights of private planes 
would be 25 miles or less. 

Parks said the idea had been 
submitted to Secretary of _Com- 
merce Jesse Jones, the Civil Aero- 
nautics Authority, the National 
Aeronautics Authority, the Na-

Report From the Underground 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I have recently received a series of 
numbers of the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, 
from June, 1943, to February, 1944, in 
which appears comment on certain as- 
pects of the resistance movement in 
France, outside France and as carried 
out by our Algiers Government. 

I have been in England since the mid- 
die of February, having been chosen by 
my people to represent the resistance 
abroad, and it is a happy surprise to 
find an American paper so much in 
agreement with French opinion and, 
from every point of view, so favorable 
to the new orientation of France. 

I intend having parts of your edi- 
torials and one of your cartoons repro- 
duced and passed on to the underground 
press for its use.

Arriving from France, where I took 
part for four years in the organization 
of the resistance and in the direct strug- 
gle against the Germans (I was at the 
head of a group of “francs-tireurs” who 
organized Ahe successful escape of 71 
patriots, all under the death penalty), I 
know only too well how anxiously 
France awaited the arrival of the Allied 
troops. French people think of them not 
only as their liberators but also as the 
liberators of the whole world from 
tyranny and oppression. 

All French men and al] French women 
taking part in the resistance consider 
themse)ves an essential part of the Army 
of Freedom, fighting for the liberation of 
the world. Their army has no uniform, 
but it has its discipline, its staff of lead- 
ers and its armaments (thanks to the 
English and the Americans), as well as 
its daily communique, published in the 
underground papers. These underground 
papers publish each week news of as 
many as 100 derailments, the same num- 
ber of executions of militiamen and 
members of the Gestapo, and 300 or 400 
acts of sabotage in factories working 
for the Germans. 

Their fight is as murderous as that on 
the front. Though it may not always be 
an hand-to-hand fight against the Ger- 
man soldiers, it often ends behind prison 
bars, in a torture chamber or before a 
firing squad. 


This army, organized on French soil, 
mobilizes the whole of the population, 
for in it there are not only men but 
women, old people and even children. 
The resistance has become part of their 
life, it is intermingled with the ordinary 
daily duties. In this struggle, there is 
no respite, no “leave”; only death can 
bring rest. 

Actually, the French Government is in 
Algiers, with De Gaulle as its President. 
The whole of France has great admira- 
tion for its leader, who symbolizes and 
leads the spirit of resistance and of lib- 
eration. They hope that this Government 
when it returns to metropolitan France 
will be allowed freedom to rebuild 
France after victory. 

I thank the newspaper that has so 
understood the aim of our new 
France,

A Human Being Speaks 


It has so long been taken for granted Mr. 
Roosevelt would run for a fourth term that 
his announcement yesterday, at a press con- 
ference, came as an anticlimax. For many days, 
discussion of the forthcoming Democratic con- 
vention has centered around, not the presidential 
nomination, but the question of the vice-presi- 
dential nominee. 

Anticlimactic though it is, the President’s 
statement of his position, outlined in a letter to 
Chairman Hannegan of the Democratic National 
Committee, has a deep impressiveness. 

In another moment in American history, when 
Gen. William Tecumseh Sherman was being im- 
portuned to submit his name as a presidential 
candidate, he said: “If nominated, I will not 
accept; if elected, I will not serve.” Mr. Roose- 
velt reverses that terse line by saying that, if 
nominated, “I shall accept. ... If the people 
elect me, I shall serve.” He uses deliberately 
the words, “accept” and “serve,” because he 
“would not run, in the usual partisan political 
sense.” He adds: 


But if the people command me to continue 
in this office and in this war, I have as little 
right to withdraw as the soldier has to leave 
his post in the line, 

There are, of course, a good many persons, 


especially professional Roosevelt-haters, who will 
refuse to take this statement at its face value 
and who will, instead, accuse the President of 
ardently desiring another four years in office. 
One answer to them is that, regardless of the 
construction placed upon Mr. Roosevelt’s con- 
ception of his duty, the American people, under 
our free system, will have the last say next Nov. 7, 

Speaking to Mr. Hannegan and the conven- 
tion delegates in a personal vein, the President 
says he does “not want to run,” After being 
elected three times and serving during the 
worst depression in our history and a second 
World War, the President says: 

All that ig within me cries out to go back 
to my home on the Hudson River, to avoid 
public responsibilities, and to avoid also the 
publicity which in our democracy follows 
every step of the nation’s chief executive. 
Here is Franklin Roosevelt, the human being, 

speaking, not President Boosevelt, the head of 
a great state. Perhaps with the exception of 
Abraham Lincoln, and, to a lesser extent, Wood- 
row Wilson, no man hag borne such terrific 
burdens as those Mr. Roosevelt has shouldered 
since March, 1933. No man in American his- 
tory bag taken more abuse and criticism and, 
since the presidency is a goldfish bowl, this 


abuse and criticism has extended beyond him 


to members of his family. 

Ambition in some men is a disease, but what 
man, even though he suffers from this malady, 
would not tire of the fearful weight of respon- 
sibility that the presidency must carry in times 
like these? Glory and pomp and circumstance— 
these come in large measure to the President of 
the United States, whoever he may be, but only 
a little man would fail to be surfeited by them 
after more than 11 years. . 

Moreover, the tasks the President has carried, 
heavy as they have been, may be dwarfed by 
the tasks to come. The war itself, with its 
ghastly toll of American lives, is far from won; 
after that come the appallingly difficult prob- 
lems of the peace—creation of a peace that will 
give the world insurance against World War 
J11; and, along with the peace, the job of eco- 
nomic reconstruction and the great question 
marks as to how to obtain full employment for 
our returning soldiers, and all other Americans, 
in the postwar era, 

For these reasons, it is easy to believe that a 
man now past 62 years, his place already secure 
in history, would be willing to pass the heavy 
load to other shoulders. The road ahead has 
many pitfalls and, if Mr. Roosevelt is to traverse 
it for another four years, he may jeopardize his 
place in history, he may impair the fair monu- 
ment in human memory which every man natur- 
ally craves after yearg of public service. This 
is the chance he takes and this is why we think 
him sincere in offering, as a “good soldier,’ to 
carry on, if the people so desire. 

It was different in 1940. Then the President's 
attitude toward running for a third term was 
something less than admirable, He preserved his 
tight-lipped ailence until after the convention 
had opened and, even then, when it was apparent 
to everybody that -he- wanted the nomination, 
Senator Barkley read a statement saying that 
he did mot want it. His synthetic draft move- 
ment, with Harry Hopkins pulling the strings 
behind the scenes, was denounced by the late 
Raymond Clapper as a “monumental and his- 
toric deception,” while such admirers as the 
columnists Alsop and Kintner noted the “deep 
distress of those who have followed him (the 
President) most devotedly.” 

This time the President comes out more than 
a week before the convention opens and, in a 
very human document, lays his cards on the 
table, without undue boasting of hig record and 
without any claims of indispensability. His posi- 
tion is, simply, if the country wants him for 
another four years, he will serve. The country 
has nearly four months to think it over and to 
accept or reject him as, in its majesty, it pleases.

An Inexcusable Compromise 


The Constitutional Convention was serving the 
best interests of Missouri's people yesterday when 
it voted down the attempt to maintain the re- 
quirement for a two-thirds vote before the 
smaller cities of the State can embark on mu- 
nicipal ownership—a requirement that hag long 
weighted the scaleg unevenly in favor of the pub- 
lic utilities, as they can get a franchise by a 
simple majority vote. 

Then the convention lost its courage, for it 
approved an amendment requiring a four-sevenths 
majority in such elections. This, of course, would 
be a gain over*the present unequal state of af- 
fairs. But it was a weak-kneed compromise, dic- 
tated entirely by expediency, So far as principle 
is concerned, four-sevenths is an undesirable as 
two-thirds, The only fair arrangement is to 
put cities and utilities on an equal basis by pro- 
viding a majority vote in the case of each. 

The convention also lost its grip when it took 
up the subject of giving cities the right of con- 
demnation, which public utilities already have. 
It rejected this proposal. The result would be 
to leave cities helpless if the owners of an elec- 
tric power or gas plant whose franchise has ex- 
pired refuse to sell at a reasonable price, but 
proposal already engrossed forbids any abridge- 
ment of the right of eminent domain. 

It is disheartening to find such concern in the 
convention for maintaining the undue advantages 
that utilities now hold. The majority’s action 
is inexcusable. The proposals should by all 
means be reconsidered and approved, in order 
to assure fair play for Missouri cities.

For Electoral College Reform

Amendment proposed by former Senator Norris of Nebraska, to 
let voters cast direct ballots for President and Vice-President, and 
to divide each state’s vote according to popular vote, is favored 
by Southern editor; it would, he says, increase South's influence.

The carryings-on of Texas and Missis- 
sippi Democrats with the electoral college 
have served to focus attention on this ana- 
chronistic method of choosing a President, 
and to bring demands in various quarters 
for its modification or repeal. 


If either Texas or Mississippi should cast 
its electoral vote next January against Mr. 
Roosevelt, and thereby deprive him of re- 
election (a not impossible consequence), 
there would undoubtedly be a nation-wide 
upheaval, 


We have a system of choosing our Presi- 
dents which is susceptible of grave abuses. 
It makes it perfectly legal for a state to 
have on the ballot only two sets of ele@tors, 
with the Democratic set left free to vote 
for or against the Democratic nominee, 
after the November election, 


When the Founding Fathers wrote the 
Constitution, they put in the provisions 
relative to presidential electors with a view 
to Keeping the choice of President in the 
hands of the “best minds” or the “best 
people,” and preventing the masses from 
making the selection. 


Amendment Came Near Passing 


Two major alternatives to the existing 
System have been suggested. One is em- 
bodied in the constitutional amendment 
originally sponsored in 1933 by former 
Senator Norris of Nebraska, and still pend- 
ing in Congress under other sponsorship. 
It came within two vo of the necessary 
two-thirds in the Senate when, Norris 
proposed it and, in view of the current 
uproar, it may go through this time, 


Under this amendment, the voters would 
cast their ballots for pfesidential and vice- 
presidential candidates, instead of for elec- 
tors. The electoral vote of each state 
would remain the same as at present, but 
that vote would be divided between the 
two candidates in proportion to the popu- 
lar support gained by each in the respec- 
tive states. 

It seems fairer to divide the electoral 
vote in the manner proposed by the amend- 
ment. 


Furthermore, this would be a great in- 
centive to a stronger Republican party in 
the South—something much to be desired. 
For obviously, if the G. O. P. knew that 
its candidates would receive part of the 
South's electoral vote in presideritial elec- 
tions, and that the party’s share would in- 
crease in proportion to the number of Re- 
publican ballots cast, a definite incentive 
to fore intensive Republican effort below 
the Potomac and the Ohio would have 
been provided, 


South Would Be Strengthened 


The Norris plan, on the surface, perhaps 
would seem to lessen this region’s weight 
in Democratic councils, since the South’s 


electoral vote would be asplit instead of 
going solidly for the Democrata practically 
every four years, In the long run, however, 


this would benefit the South, by making it 
a battleground between the parties, and 
hence sought after by both of them. 


As an alternative to this plan, it is being 
proposed that Presidents and Vice-Presi- 
direct popular vote, 
with state lines eliminated, and the elec- 
tion going to the man polling the largest 
total of ballots from the nation as a whole. 
This is just what the Founding Fathers 
sought to avoid, and even today there is 


much reason to doubt whether this would 
be a desirable system, 


The electoral college, whether as now 
constituted or as modified by the Norris 
amendment, gives a certain weight to re- 
gional interests. The electoral vote of each 
state is arrived at by adding its two Sena- 
tors to its total of Representatives, 


The fact that each state hag two Sena- 
tors, irrespective of its size and popula- 
tion, gives a small or thinly populated 
state more strength in the electoral college 
than it would have if this factor were 
eliminated and population alone was the 
criterion, 


In the South, where the poll tax and 
other factors hold down the vote to low 
levels, the number of persons casting bal- 
lots is much the smallest in the nation. 
This would seem to put the South at a ter- 
rific disadvantage in any system under 
which there was direct election of a Prea- 
ident, 


Yet the disadvantage is considerably less 
than some imagine. In 1940, for example, 
Roosevelt’s plurality over Willkie in New 
York State was only 224,440. In Virginia, 
in the same election, his plurality over 
Willkie was 226,598, or greater than the 
New York figure, 


The Best Corrective 


Thus, despite the fact that New York 
cast over 6,000,000 votes in 1940 and Vir- 
ginia only about 345,000, the New York 
vote was so evenly divided and the Vir- 
ginia vote so one-sided that if a system of 
direct election had prevailed in 1940, with 
the national total as the deciding factor, 
Virginia would have done more to elect 
Roosevelt than New York! 


Of course, when the South becomes more 
doubtful politically, this state of things 
will not apply. Under such a situation, a 
low-voting South would probably be at a 
disadvantage, but once the South becomes 
doubtful politically, the poll tax will be 
swept away—as it should be—and the peo- 
ple will really go to the polls. 


The South, with its special regional is- 
sues and problems, ought not to be sub- 
merged in the national scene, its wishes 
on vital issues regularly overridden by the 
North and West. 


It is desirable, therefore, that this sec- 
tion retain a reasonable degree of influence 
in the councils of the nation, and in those 
of the two major parties, 
to achieve this objective, and at the same 
time to correct the obvious defects in the 
existing system of choosing a President 
and Vice-President, would seem to be 
through the adoption of the Norris amend- 
ment,

Story of an English Governess 


At the Medieval Court of Siam 


“Anna and the King of Siam,"’ by Margaret Landon, 

(John Day Co., New Vork.) 

Modern Thailand owes something to an 
English governess, Anna Leonowens, who 
taught in the harem of King Mongkut of 
Siam from 1862 to 1867. She left a record 
of her experience in two books which Mar- 
garet Landon has supplemente® by re- 
search and fused into one. 

Mrs. Leonowens, a gentle English widow, 
under necessity of supporting her children, 
had lived in India, but it was a new and 
difficult world she faced in Bangkok. The 
difficulties she met with clear mind, un- 
shakable principles and courage, yet with 
a saving grace of common sense, 

Her main job was to teach the royal 
women and children the English language. 
She was also to assist King Mongkut with 
his correspondence, The latter proved ex- 
acting, since she was often summoned in 
the dead of night to settle points in the 
King’s English. And at that, he was not 
always ready to take her word. 

* > * 


Teaching in her temple schoo) was grati- 
fying because in the harem there were 
charming and intelligent women and chil- 
dren, thirsty for knowledge. The gov- 
erneas, without being a proselytizer or a 
moral missionary, could not help teaching 
more than just language. She taught pity, 
love of freedom. and of justice, and lived 
them every day of her years in Bangkok. 

Of Anna Leonowens’ pity and sense of 
justice the book is full. Women and even 
little children were victims of pride, of 
resentment, of the medieval Siamese sys- 
tem, and it was a risky business to inter- 
fere. Though she sometimes failed trag- 
ically, she always tried to help, and often 
succeeded, 

The civilization pictured is on the whole 
primitive, though gorgeous. It is just a 
picture of Bangkok and the court, not of 
the country as a whole. The King is in- 
telligent, interested in Western civilization, 
yet also primitive and really cruel, with 
only occasional flashes of sentiment. He is 
part of a Siam that was passing out of 
the old into the new. Foreign pressures 
and influences, internal economy were at 
work. 


In the transformation, Anna Leonowens 
played a part. Young Prince Chulalong- 
korn, her pupil, became King, and at once 
began freeing the Siamese slaves. How- 
ever, sympathetic readers may make dis- 
proportionate claims for her. The author 
has not done so. She has presented the 
heroine and left us free to judge what she 
means in the history of Thailand, 

The book is not so much a serious docu- 
ment in evidence as it is the Arabian 
Nights entertainment of an English gov- 
erness. It abounds in thrilling, amusing, 
pathetic and tragic tales, which the gov- 
erness saw being lived out, and in which 
she often played a determining role.

It is a little Inte perhaps for 
me to pay a tribute to China, but 
in spite of the fact that July 7th, 
which marked the seventh day of 
the seventh month of the séventh 
year of China’s warfare against 
Japanese aggression, is now past 
and though other people have al- 
ready noted this date, I want to 
“a a few words about the sig- 
nificance of the fight which China 
is now making. 


It has been a very hard fight of 
late, with Japan putting in all 
the strength she can, and trying 
to establish on the mainland of 
China a situation which . would 
neutralize whatever victories were 
accomplished by us in the Pacific 
Islands. Japanese success would 
not mean, in the long run, the 
conquest of China, but success 
might give new resources to Ja- 
pan which would make the Allies’ 
struggle for eventual victory all 
the harder. 

For that reason, China, which 
has fought all this time, is being 
called upon for even greater ef- 
We here in this 


country find it hard to visualize 
what we really are asking of 
China, 


We are a great industrial na- 
tion with none of our industries 
impaired, Our difficulty has only 
been in obtaining certain basic 
materials, and the attack upon us 
was largely upon the _ shipping 
which brought us these supplies. 
But China has been driven out of 
her great cities along the coast. 
Her industries are now largely 
hand industries. She never had 
an industrial development like 
ours. She thas had to do without, 
to substitute and to suffer and 
fight without the things she need- 
ed. In short, man power has done 
over and over again what machine 
power would do for ua, 


This means, however, that it is 
the people of China who suffer— 
mothers who weep for their lost 
children, wives who no _ longer 
have husbands, children who no 
longer have fathers. The hos- 
pitals in China are short of food, 
inflation makes what they can 
produce almost impossible for the 
poorer people to buy, and yet these 
people have fought for seven years 
and are still fighting. 

Their resistance means less loss 
of life for us and a shorter war, 
s0 we owe a debt of gratitude and 
a tributé of honor to the people 
of China and their courageous 
leaders.
